the cut, declaring it impossible to live 
here on a salary of less than $1000 a 
year.

NO THOUGHT OF GRAFT

HE revocation of the license of the New 


York Life Insurance Company by State 


Insurance Commissioner, Sam Davis, came like 
a thunderbodlt to the public, and a cataclysm to 
the insurance company. It was a masterly move 
—one that was not only perfectly legitimate, but 
was absolutely demanded by the circumstances 
of the case. Now that it has been done, it seems 
such an obvious thing to do that everybody won- 
ders why the idea was not adopted sooner by some 
eastern insurance commissioner. Sam Davis is 
a man of original ideas, but it took more than 
originality to execute the idea conceding it once 
conceived. 


The real secret of Mr. Davis' action is that 


he is an honest official. As an insurance man re- 
marked yesterday morning, it would have been 
worth many thousands of dollars'to the New 
York Life to have foreseen and forestalled Mr. 
Davis' move. It would have been worth a trip 
to this despised and derided, free-silver, rotten- 
borough of Nevada on the part of Mr. McCall or 
Mr. Perkins, or some trusted agent of theirs, and 
the offering of a "gift" of $100,000 or so to the 
Insurance Commissioner of Nevada to have fol- 
lowed a policy of "hands off." The action of 
Commissioner Davis in revoking the license of 
this company sets a precedent, of so far-reaching 
a character that its capacities for harm to the 
New York Life are something incalculable, and 
the Commissioner of Insurance for Nevada is too 
bright a man not to know what it meant to the 
company and what ''inducements" they would 
have been glad to hold out to such an official to 
stay his hand. But, honest and incorruptible, he 
gave no intimation of his intention, and threw the 
bolt without a thought, probably, of personal 
consequences. 


It is all very well to say that this was the right 


and proper thing to do, and that Mr. Davis but 
did his duty in so acting. But with the evidences 
of corruption and graft coming to light every day 
on every hand in all circles, official and unofficial, 


his act shines forth "like a good deed in a naugh- 
ty world." It is not every poor man, working 
for a meagre salary, that would have put such a 
temptation behind him and do his full duty so 
thoroughly and so faithfully. 
And not a great!
